The President of the United Nations Security Council, after the meeting of the Council on 11 August 
1994, issued a statement on the current situation in Afghanistan (S/PRST/ 1994/43). The Islamic state of 
Afghanistan considers this statement an important and considerable document in the solution of the 
current problems in Afghanistan and welcomes the positive and (responsible climate) contained in it as a 
logical approach in the return of peace and stability in the country. 

In his statement, the President strongly condemned the continuation of fighting in Afghanistan, called 
upon all parties to end the internal conflicts in the country and re-establish peace and tranquility and 
called upon other countries to stop sending arms to the fighting groups and to take part in the 
reconstruction of Afghanistan. The presidential statement also emphasizes the contribution of the 
Afghan people in the settlement of their national (and internal) matters. 

In the view of the Islamic State, the presidential statement of the Security Council is not only a 
positive response to the call of the Afghans for the discontinuation of foreign interference in the 
internal affairs of Afghanistan, it is also a useful step towards establishment of peace and stability in 
Afghanistan and preparing the ground for ensuring humanitarian assistance and rehabilitation of our 
war-stricken country. 

The Islamic State has time and again emphasized the fact that the present fighting in Afghanistan is 
not an internal conflict but an imposed war from outside. 

Foreign interferences in the internal affairs of Afghanistan from some countries and certain foreign 
circles continued through the sending of arms and ammunition to elements tied with the outside. AH 
(these interferences are) aimed at preventing peace and stability and Islamic order to consolidate in the 
country. 

With regard to the continuation of foreign interference and the burning of the flames of internal 
conflict in Afghanistan which poses a new threat to Afghanistan's national sovereignty » territorial 
integrity and independence, the 11 -point resolution of the Supreme Islamic Council held recently in 
Herat province, as well as the statement of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs of Afghanistan, requests 
H.E. Mahmoud Mestiri, Head of the United Nations Special Mission to Afghanistan, to look for an 
approprite,...and functioning mechanism to put an end to the charmelling of weapons and ammunition to 
those who in violation of their own commitment plotted a coup against the Islamic state and continue 
to rocket the capital and cause the killing of the innocent population and the destruction of public and 
state properties. 

It is understandable that the continuation of ...interferences (only add) to the suffereing of the Afghan 
people and constitutes a clear violation of the principles of the Charter of the United Nations 
concerning non-interference in the internal affairs of other states. 

It is a well known fact that after the first visit of the Ambassador Mahmoud Mestiri to Afghanistan, 
the Secutiry Council had no doubt about the foreign interference in the internal affairs of Afghanistan. 
Therefore, the Islamic State of Afghanistan calls upon the international conmiunity and specially the 
United Nations Security Council, not only to (content itself only) with the issuance of statements but 
also to start taking practical steps aimed at putting an immediate end to the foreign interference in the 
internal affiars of Afghanistan. 
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7. The majority of Afghan population has supported the United Nations Peace Plan and the recent 
recommendations by UN Special Envoy, H.E. Mahmoud Misteri for the convening of the traditional 
LOYA JIRGA under the supervision of the United Nations. No Jirga or Grand Assembly would attract a 
popular support in Afghanistan unless it is convened under the supervision of the United Nations!!! 

8. Rabbani and the other eight terrorist -leaders do not see a leadership chance for themselves through a 
democratic popular election. Therefore, they have been sabbotaging the United Nations Peace Plan 
which recommends a broad-based interim government elected by an Emergency Loya Jirga followed by a 
democratic popular election. These terrorists have become accustomed to impose their will by the gun. 
The recent threat of life to Mr. Mahmoud Misteri was nothing unusual, and we have reasons to believe 
that it was orchestrated by the Jamiat Islami of Rabbani because first Captain Ismail Khan expressed 
displeasure with Misteri's mission, then an article by Dr.Massoud Aram (who does not exist) appeared in 
Omaid No. 122 which expresses displeasure with Mahmoud Misteri's report of July 1994; the article is 
written by some one expert in UN affairs (assumingly Dr.Ravan Farhadi). Weekly Omaid is a propaganda 
tool of Rabbani regime. 

9. The former King of Afghanistan, having supported the UN Peace Plan and the Jul^ 94 report of 
Mahmoud Misteri as well as the Security Council statement of August 11,1994 in his interview of 
August 28,1994 with Voice of America (full translated text published in this issue), has also praised the 
renewed serious interest of the United States Government in support of the UN peace efforts. He 
emphasized that "... in every stage and every step the free will of the entire population should be 
respected, consultation and inter- Afghan understanding covering all the strata of the nation should be 
adhered without discrimination and distinction in a reassuring and loving atmosphere.** 

10. Afghanistan Mirror which represents the views of the "silent majority" of the Afghan nation 
believes that the nation has lost trust in those who hold the gun to govern. The nation has born so 
much suffering and given so many sacrifices that it can no longer tolerate a "gun leadership". Afghans 
are a peace loving nation and they deserve a humane government. The powers which provided the arms 
to certain irresponsible circles for political purposes are now responsible to collect those arms and let the 
civilians form a 'civil government* by popular election. Hence the United Nations role in the problem of 
Afghanistan is vital.

EDITORIAL (August 31.1994) 2 
TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL 

The Editor-in-Chief of Afghanistan Mirror (a non-partisan,independent,national and Islamic magazine) 
has the honor to report that he has already distributed the full translated text of your statement to a 
wide strata of Afghan refugees abroad and has received 26 positive responses from Afghan intellectuals 
in Europe and America, welcoming and applauding the wise and realistic position of the Security 
Council on the problem of Afghanistan; the translated text of your statement is also published in this 
issue of Afghanistan Mirror. 

I have the honor to state further that I have read Mr.Rabbani's Ambassador letter to the UN Secretary 
General dated August 23,1994 and its enclosure, the so-called "Statement dated 16 August 1994 by the 
Spokesman of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs of Afghanistan..." In this connection I submit the 
following: 

1 . Neither the Afghan media nor the international news media have heard or regktered the statement of 
the Spokesman of Kabul Foreign Ministry on August 16,1994. Therefore, what is referred to as the so 
called "Statement of the Spokesman of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs dated August 16,1994" is a 
fabrication of Dr. Ravan Farhadi himself. The statement was prepared in New York 

2. Mr.Rabbani's so called Foreign Ministry is inoperative;his foreign affairs are conducted by Mr. 
Massoud Khalili in Islamabad. 

3. Dr. Ravan Farhadi is regarded by the entire strata of the Afghan nation, the Jamiat Islami of Rabbani 
excepted, as the envoy of Mr.Rabbani and not as the Ambassador of Afghanistan. 

4. Concerning para 10 and 11 of the so called statement where Rabbani's regime expresses displeasure 
about the non-addressing of the Herat Gathering and its declaration, the majority of Afghan nation 
appreciates the non-recognation of the Herat Gathering by the United Ntions for the Herat Gathering 
was a political manouvering of the Jamiat Islami party and over 70 percent of its 700 participants were 
members and followers of Rabbani's Jamiat Islami. The Gathering did not include representation from 
even 20 percent of Afghanistan's population and the items contained in its resolution were dictated by a 

warring party whose influence comes through the gun and not by the free will. 

5. Mr.Rabbani who solemnly promised seven times between May- July 1994 to the people of Afghanistan 
as well as the international community and the Islamic world ( see documentary proof in Afghanistan 
Mirror issue No. 38, English Editorial, dated August 1,1994) to resign and transfer the power to the Herat 
Gathering at the termination of his illegal regime on June 28,1994, did not fulfill his repeated promises; 
instead, he extended the term of his office for another unknown period by his own order and will, 
therefore he was proclaimed a LIAR and a SEIZER (ghasib) by the majority of the Afghan nation, 
Jamiat Islami excepted. 

6. The so called " Grand National Assembly" contained in the Herat resolution to be convened in three 
months is considered by the majority of Afghan nation as yet another trick to proclaim himself a 
life-time-president by his followers who constitute a tiny minority within the structure of Afghan 
population. We are ascertained that Rabbani s efforts for the convening of the so called "Grand National 
Assembly" will go in vain because the nation has lost trust in him , his inefficient and bribing 
government and his warring party. 
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In the circumstances, we believe the best approach is to 
support coordinated efforts by the UN and other multilateral 
organizations to encourage a political process which leads to a 
government in Kabul acceptable to all Afghans. We also have 
worked bilaterally to this end, urging all neighbors and other 
interested states to support peace efforts. We were 
instrumental in the creation of the Friends of Afghanistan, a 
group of concerned states at the UN. We worked through the 
Security Council and the General Assembly" for the dispatch of a 
UN Special Mission to help Afghans resolve their differences 
peaceful ly . 

In March and April this Mission, led by former Tunisian 
Foreign Minister Mahmoud Mestiri, went to Afghanistan and the 
region. The Mission met with Afghan leaders inside and outside 
the country, including former King Zahir Shah, as well as 
officials of concerned governments. Mr. Mestiri is now back in 
the region and we continue to strongly support his Mission. 

Afghan factions clearly receive support from abroad. 
However, we have no conclusive evidence demonstrating exactly 
what they receive and from which sources. We are working to 
curb the flow of weapons and materiel to the factions. We have 
received assurances from Pakistan, Saudi Arabia, India, 
Tadjikistan, Uzbekistan, and Turkmenistan that they are not 
providing weapons or materiel. However, given Af ghanist an.' s 
porous borders, assistance from private groups in these arid 
other countries may well be continuing. 

The absence of effective government and limited security in 
both the capital and the countryside have made it very 
difficult to conduct development programs in Afghanistan. We 
recently closed our bilateral assistance program in part 
because of these circumstances. However, the U.S. continues to 
provide substantial humanitarian assistance to the Afghan^ 
people through UN agencies and non governmental organizations. 
Their programs support refugees, food for work projects, 
immunizations, and demining. 

UN peace mi>ssion leader threatened by Afghan faction i diplomats 

ISLAMABAD, Aug 28 (AFP) - Malimoud Mestiri, the former Tunisian 
foreign minister leading UN attenipts to end the Afghan conflict, 
has received death threats from an Afghan group, diplomatic sources 
said here Sunday. 

Mestiri is in Islamabad, and Pakistan authorities have stepped 
up security around him, the sources said. 

But the United Nations office in Islamabad refused to confirm 
or deny the reports. 

The name of the group threatening Mestiri was not known. But a 
diplomat said: "This is an attempt to undermine the peace process 
that the United Nations is setting underway. 

"They are trying to warn the United Nations to stay out of 
this," the diplomat added. 

Mestiri started the UN peace initiative earlier this year. But 
it is an open secret that certain Afghan faction leaders are 
hostile to his aims. They are detentiined to see a military solution 
to the factional battle for power in Kabul and do not want the 
United Nations involved. 

In a recent report to UN Secretary- General Boutros Boutros 
Ghali, the Tunisian mission leader recommended that a transitional 
administration acceptable to all sides be set up before elections 
were held.

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Mr. Chairman, Afghanistan is the sad exception to a tale of 
political and economic progress in South Asia. Our primary 
goal there is a simple one to help promot^ peace and 
security in a country torn by war for almost fifteen years. 
There are other important issues in Afghanistan, including 
reconstruction of the economy and infrastructure, repatriation 
of the refugees, combatting narcotics trafficking, and putting 
an end to the harboring of radical groups, all of which have 
important potential for regional stability. 

However, significant progress toward these or any other 
goals is dependent on the end of fighting and the emergence of 
a government that can assert authority throughout the country. 
We believe only a broad-based government with a mandate from 
all Afghans, both at home and abroad, can bring the stability 
that Afghanistan needs. This political process could include 
the former king, Zahir Shah, should he so desire. 

Afghanistan was the last great battlefield of the Cold 
War. From 1978 to 1992, over a million Afghans lost their 
lives in the struggle against a regime imposed and supported by 
the Soviet Union. Countless others were maimed by mines and 
other accidents of war. At least five million more became 
refugees in Pakistan and Iran and two million were internally 
displaced . 

The whole world had hoped that the conflict and the 
suffering would end with the fall of the regime of President 
Najibullah. But rivalries among Afghan factions have fuelled 
continuing warfare, and tens of thousands more have been killed 
or wounded since 1992. Fighting intensified in Kabul and 
northern Afghanistan beginning this past January as coalitions 
aligned with President Rabbani and Prime Minister Hekmatyar 
struggled for supreme power. Twenty-three thousand more people 
have become casualties since then and another wave of refugees 
and displaced persons has been generated. 



For the past several years, the United States has worked 
hard to promiote a peaceful political process in Afghanistan 
that would enable a functioning central government to emerge 
and reconstruction to begin. Our involvement in Afghanistan is 
longstanding. When the Afghan people chose to resist the 
Soviet occupation, we supported them. When the Soviets 
withdrew, leaving behind an entrenched puppet regime, we worked 
with mujahidin factions, traditional and Islamic leaders, and 
the former King to encourage a transition to a workable 
government. Since the regime's collapse, we have maintained 
our efforts to help create a broad-based government to oversee 
the reconstruction of this war-torn country. 

Mr. Chairman, the peace so many Afghans desire has not been 
achieved, in spite of their efforts and those of others, 
including the United States. Fighting has continued between 
Afghan factional leaders, who do not appear to have the 
interests of their country and their people at heart. Despite 
the history of our long involvement in Afghanistan, we find 
factional leaders remain intransigent and seemingly oblivious 
to persuasion or pressure. Our embassy in Kabul has been 
closed since 1989. Given the ongoing anarchy in the capital, 
we see no way we can reopen it in the near future. 
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VOICE OF AMERICA'S INTERVIEW WITH H.M. THE FORMER KING OF 

AFGHANISTAN, AUGUST 28,1994 

Question: please express your views concerning the second phase of Mahmoud Mestiri s mission and the 
latest developments inside Afghanistan, including various inter- Afghan activities. 

Answer: The second phase of Mahmoud Mestiri's mission began following the United Nations first 
mission. As you are aware, the results of his first mission were positive, therefore, in order to reach the 
ultimate goal which is the realization of the establishment of peace and security in Afghanistan, the 
said process has entered a more serious stage. As I have said before, I have supported the activities of 
the United Nations mission. We hope peace and security would soon return to Afghanistan with a broad 
and all sided cooperation. 

With respect to the other part of your question, Afghans inside Afghanistan and abroad are actively 
engaged individually and collectively, and their collective efforts represent the free will, the right of self 
determintion, non-foreing interference and the establishment of a lawful government. Therefore, the 
point to emphasize is that in every stage and every step the free will of the entire population should be 
respected, consultation and inter- Afghan understanding covering all the strata of the nation should be 
adhered without discrimination and distinction in a reassuring and loving atmosphere. 

Question: How do you evaluate the most recent declaration of the Security Council? 

Answer: The declaration of the Security Council include matters which were referred to in our first 
answer, that is to say that the declaration openly supported the United Nations Missionss activities and 
report. It also supports the Afghan nation's undeniable rights of self determination, free will and 
non-interference of foreign countries, all of which albeit I fully reaffirm. 

Question : Please express your views with respect to the American government's renewed serious 
interest in Afghanistan. 

Answer : The United States government is interested in the tragic problem of Afghanistan and the 
dangers which confront the region and the world from it. United States activity in the United Nations 
and the US support of the United Nations' Special Mission witness this reality; the recent statement of 
the US State Department Assistant in the Congress in connection with the solution to the Afghan 
problem and the return of peace and security in Afghanistan speak for the fact that United States 
responsible authorities are desirous for the return of peace and security in Afghanistan and the region. 

Question: How do you evaluate the relations of the neighbouring countries, specially the role of 

Pakistan? 

Answer : Relations with the neighbouring countries must always be friendly and based on reciprocal 
respect. Relations between Afghanistan and Pakistan are based on deep fraternal ties; ideological trends, 
culture and old historic relations keep these ties firm and strengthened. Afghans and Pakistanis are two 
brother nations having a joint destiny. The evolutions of the recent years showed how much the two 
nations are tied together, such that in dangerous circumstances of the history the destiny of one affects 
the other as much. 

Hospitality by Pakistan of three million Afghan refugees of which one and one half million still reside 
in Pakistan is a witness to this reality. We hope the two brother nations, having realized the actual 
realities and in cooperation with the international community, specially the United Nations and the 
Conference of the Islamic Nations, would sincerely cooperate in solving the current problem of 
Afghanistan which would be beneficial to the region and the world. 
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The same report stated that at the behest of the Rabbani 
government Indian intelligence agencies were active in promoting 
discord among various Afghan groups in order to prevent Hekmatyar 
or other parties from deposing Rabbani as President of 
Afghanistan. One Afghan general accused India of giving 
assistance to the Kabul government in the form of army and 
air-force advisors, and the distribution of spare parts. He 
also claimed that Indian aircraft, with UN markings, had flown 
combat missions against Hekmatyar from Bagram Air Base. (PT,7/94) 

Itar-Tass, News Agency, reported that frequent Russian border 
guard attacks commenced against Hezbi positions on the northern 
frontier of Afghanistan; while other reports of the distribution 
of Russian counterfeit Afghanis, ostensibly for Massoud's use 
in recruiting alienated commanders from Pushtun areas, had been 
verified. (ITNA,7/94) Thus, it is certainly understandable 
that Afghans disdain foreign subterfuge and meddling in their 
internal affairs with its' concurrent conceit that a few Jamiat 
wise-men can make decisions for millions of Afghans. 

The Herati gathering has spoken. The ten-point peace plan 
has been exposed as a Jamiat, (wolf in sheep's clothing). This 
hubristic government's end-game has engendered the wrath of 
the Afghan people who are no longer willing to accept the spawned 
illegitimacy and destruction of their country by a leader who 
cloaks his intentions in the mantle of religion, while murdering 
his brothers and sisters. And as the recent assassination of 
Nasir Khan, in Laghman, by Commander Qarar, a hired assassin 
of Ahmad Shah Massoud, clearly suggests this was a murder that 
was committed to prevent Nasir Khan from interdicting Massoud's 
illegal gem shipments to Pakistan. Jamiat ideology has bred 
treachery and a self-serving profligate culture of promiscuity,

Mr .Sotirios Mousourls , UN envoy in Islamabad in his statement of August 26^ 
responding to Kabul's cries for help has said that when it comes to bombing 
rocketting and killing they don't need any help or advice from United Nations 
but when it comes to emiliorating the wounded and the sick, they cry for 
help from the United Nations. We thought Mr .Mousouris deserves praise for 
this remark, ifl^ (J^t^^ ) 
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an orderly transfer of power between President Burhanuddin 
Rabbani and a successor government, Ismail Khan solicited and 
received the support of Gulbuddin Hekmatyar, leader of Hezbi-i- 
Islami, President Rabbani, and Abdul al-Rab Sayyaf, chief of 
Ittihad-i-Islami . 

Optimism and cooperation, however, soon turned to suspicion 
and intrigue, when within the ranks of the conferees, it became 
apparent that an emboldened Ismail Khan was mounting a challenge 
to the supremacy of Jamiat's nominal leader. Burhanuddin Rabbani 
who, contrary to his several press briefings, had absolutely 
no intention of resigning the presidency. Rabbani * s 
prevarication, to some degree at least, had come as a direct 
result of pressure from his former Defense Minister, Ahmad Shah 
Massoud, who viewed Rabbani 's resignation as a challenge to 
his continuation as military supremo of the Jamiat party. Within 
hours Ismail Khan's elaborate, albeit transparent scheme for 
ascendancy to the presidency of Afghanistan, through the 
orchestration and manipulation of an Islamic Council, had fallen 
victim to the masters of subterfuge; Burhanuddin Rabbani and 
Ahmad Shah Massoud, both of whom, at the eleventh hour, withdrew 
their support for the proposal including a transfer of power. 

Other problems were destined to befall the gathering. The 
conferees, sensing the disingenuousness of Ismail Khan, elected 
a sixty-five member committee to oversee the formation of a 
Loya Jirga, to elect a temporary leader and oversee the 
formation of a temporary government. The Loya Jirga was to 
be convened within three months of the date of prorogation at 
the Herat meeting, and would signify a refusal by the delegation 
to accept the legitimacy and purpose of the gathering at Herat, 
as well as the political supremacy and ideology of a 
morally-bankrupt Jamiat-i-Islami party. 

Concern for the many dangers inherent in Afghan politics were 
expressed by the conferees. Of particular concern within the 
ten-point peace plan was the proposal for the formation of a 
"one-hundred-thousand-man army," under the aegis of Ismail Khan 
who would serve as Commander-in-Chief with its attendant 
precedent-setting implications from other protagonists within 
the Afghan political milieu. 

Furthermore, other conferees were critical in what they viewed 
as an attempt to usurp the participation of the United Nations 
Special Mission to Afghanistan headed by Mahmoud Mesteri of 
Tunisia, in the peace process. This process will seek to 
establish a procedure for rapprochement to end the hostilities^ 
and an all-inclusive political process, leading to a broad-based 
functional government. 

At this time, however, a clear consensus among the Afghan 
people concerning U.N. participation in the peace process has 
not surfaced. Indeed, many have voiced suspicion of any foreign 
element in the ongoing negotiations based on a long-history 
of hegemonic ambitions in Afghanistan by foreign powers, often 
cloaked under a fig-leaf of impartiality by the United Nations 
and other political entities. Current events on the battlefield 
and diplomatic front have exacerbated this concern, discrediting 
an implied legitimacy from foreign interlocutors who have clearly 
demonstrated self-interest through functional ambivalence and 
prevarication. India represents a case in point. The Pakistani 
Times reported on 14 July, 1994, that India had stepped up the 
supply of arms, ammunition, rations, and aircraft fuel, to Kabul. 
Reports confirmed that the Indian Government was backing Rabbani 
as well as carrying out a propaganda effort accusing Pakistan 
of supporting Hekmatyar. (PT,7/94) 
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In spite of some positive and reassuring elements contained in the Security Council presidential 
statement, it is regrettable to note that the statement failed to address some other important matters 
and developments, among them the convening of the Herat Supreme Islamic Council in which 
authoritative representatives of the nation participated. The Islamic State of Afghanistan expected that 
the presidential statement would also mention and support the important and historic decisions of the 
Supreme Islamic Council toward solving the present ciris. 

It is the expectation of the Islamic State of Afghanistan that the United Nations should coordinate its 
endeavours towards solving the Afghan problem in line with the expressed will of the Afghan nation, 
and continue its cooperation for the convening of the forthcoming Grand National Assembly on 23 
October 1994 for the purpose of ratifying the constitution, and for the election of the political 
leadership and other important issues pertaining to the destiny of the Afghan nation. 

Regarding the recent statement of Mr.Sotirios Mousouris in which he condemned the fierce rocket 
attacks on hospitals and residential places in Kabul, which took place on Friday, 12 August 1994, the 
spokesman of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs express appreciation for such humanitarian concern and 
objectivity. However, it was regretable,the spokesman said, not to find in Mr. Mousouri s satement the 
fact that, unfairly, he did not hold one particular party responsible and believes that all sides were 
responsible for the rocket attacks. The spokesman added that according to the information available to 
Mr. Mousouris, the rocket attacks on residential areas in Kabul, the Charsad Bestar Hospital, Jamhuriat 
Hospital and the medicine stock of the Ministry for Public Health worth over $1.5 million which were 
burned and destroyed, should have served as sufficient and undeniable proof that the opposition is to be 
held responsible for such atrocities and the destroying of public and governmental property. 

The Islamic State of Afghanistan expected and continues to expect the United Nations and Mr. 
Mousouris to take a claer, strong and (active stand) against such inhuman actions of the opposition as 
well as of those outside circles who are depriving our people from their very basic right.namely the 
right to life. 

As to the proposed cease-fire initiated by Mr. Mousouris, the Islamic State of Afghanistan, despite its 
military advances, with the sincere intention of advocating a political settlement to the problem , has 
no objection to this pro posed cease-fire. If the opposition respons positively to the United Nations 
proposed cease-fire, the Islamic State would be ...to observe the cease-fire and as a first step implement 

it in the capital, Kabul.

Herat - Partisan Politicks Defeated 

The Herat summit is history. The gathering^ characterized 
as a watershed event in what has become an exceedingly 
problematical and elusive peace process within Afghanistan^ 
has ended on a less than optimistic note. 

Over 700 delegates, including scholars, commanders, elders, 
tribal leaders, diverse sectors of the intelligentsia, and 
representatives of Afghan refugees abroad, participated in the 
week-long conference at the behest of Jamiat's Ismail Khan, 
Commander of the South-West Zone of Afghanistan. 

To his credit, Ismail Khan convened an eclectic group of 
intellectuals, including opponents of Jamiat-i-Islami, to 
participate and to articulate their views regarding a proposed 
ten-point peace plan for Afghanistan. For the purpose of 
securing a consensus on an approach towards peace to include 
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
